The retirement of the Calhouns from the 
Richmond Terminal on Saturday, was the 
gensation of the day yesterday. ; 

Pat Calhoun’s letter was so spicy that it 
broke through all Sunday reserve, and 
groups of business men discussed it with 
interest. 

The Associated Press dispatches of Satur- 
day night, in telling of the incident, 
stated that, at an informal meeting of the 
present party in control of the Richmond 
Terminal, it was resolved that both Pat 
and John C. Calhoun should be 
dropped from the Central directory, and 
that their places should be filled by two 
Georgia gentlemen not named. It was also 
stated that Pat Calhoun would no longer 
be counsel for the system. 

This, taken in connection with Mr. Cal- 
houn’s letter, showed that the lines be- 
tween the two factions were sharply drawn. 
The charge made by Mr. Calhoun that the 
Terminal magnates desired a subservient 
directory on the Central, so as better to 
wreck it, coming from a lawyer, was re- 
garded as bold and grave. If true, it would 
call for such action as would protect Geor- 
gia railroad properties from ruin. 

Being Sunday, it was difficult to get at 
additional facts. The foilowing dispatch, 
however, from a leading New York journal- 
ist, furnishes an index of the gossip in that 
city:

A Wall street man, who is supposed to have 
a leaning toward General Thomas and his in- 
terest, said tonight:

“The fact is, the people who now control | 


the Central have objected to the Calhouns 
holding a1] the offices. Pat bas been a. direc- 
tor and at the same time general counsel. 
They told him they were willing he should re- 
main a director, but must give up the legal 
positi:n, or vice versa. 

"The result is that he resigns the position of 
counsel and is to be kept out of the directory, 
too. 
“Then John C, Calhoun, who has been vice 
president of the Central, has, upon one or two 
oceasions, employed John C. Calhoun as a 
broker to negotiate loans for the company, and 
has drawn big, fat commissions for the work. 
The other people thought he ought to be will- 
ing to do that much, at least, without any 
Charge. 


“T am told he wanted a commission of some- 


thing like $100,000 for one deal. The directors 
cut thatdown to about one-tenth of that 
amount, and passed a resolution that there 
should be no more commissions. 

“Calhoun said he would not consent to the 
cut down, and the result wasarow, and now 
he is to go, too. That is only a part of the un- 
written history of what has been going on. 

“There will be more lively stories told, and 
the Calhouns can tell some themselves.”’ 

That, of course, comes from one who is prej- 
udiced against the Calhouns. His snggestion 
that the Calhouns may have something to say 
is probably in the nature of prophecy. 

The charge made by Mr. Calhoun affecting 
80 directly the Central railroad property, THE 
ConsTITUTION at once called upon its Savan- 
nah representative, Mr. Thomas Gamble, to 
see President E. P. Alexander. The re@sult 
isan expression of opinion taking sharp issue 
with Mr. Calhoun.

General E. P. Alexander Talks. 
HE TAKES SHARP ISSUE WITH CALHOUN, AND 
CONTROVERTS HIS STATEMENTS. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., January 3.—[Special.]—The 


Statement given out by Mr. Calhoun, as his 
reason for retiring from the Richmond and 
Danville system, and the fact that the two

directory, were the talk of the town today. 

Tue Constirution’s correspondent found 
President Alexander, of the Central, willing 
talk freely on the subject when called upon 
at his home tonight. . 

“When I wasin New York on December 
24th,” said he, ‘I was practically informed 
that Messrs. John and Patrick Calhoun were 
to be dropped from the directory. I was then 
asked for the names of some reliable business 
men of Georgia who were competent to serve 
as directors of the Central railroad. I gave 
Several names in response to this request, 
and pointed out what I _ consid- 
ered their especial qualifications for such 
responsible positions. At that time, and, in

cordial, and I understand thas a change in 
that official position was comtemplated. That 
was some days before the issues to which Mr, 
Calhoun refers arose.” 

Would Have Been Dropped Anyhow. 

“‘Mr. Cathoun’s resignation and the dropping 
of him and his brother from the Central’s di- 
rectory would have occurred then, evenif 
there had been no trouble over the claim and 
the dividends.”’ 

“Yes,”’ he went on, thoughtfully, “everything 
pointed that way befvure the recent issues were 
created. I think Mr. Calhoun’s statement 
that the Richmond and Danyilie people con- 
templated, and still contemplate, wreck- 
ing the. Central raiyroad is, to 
say the- least, extremely improbable. 
In wrecking the Central they would wreck 
themselves. They could not do so if they 
would, and they would not do so if they 
could. Remove ali these alarmist theories and 
rumors, and look at the situation in a common 
sense way.’”’ 

: Who Have the Most at Stake? 

“Who, today, have got the most money in- 
vested in the Cental railroad, and, therefore, 
the most at stake? These people who Mr. 
Calhoun leads one to be’ieve intend wrecking 
the road—is it, to say the least, plausible that 
they intend destroying their own financiai in- 
terests? They paid $8,000,000 for the stock of 
the Central, which they hold, and through 
which they control] it. They bought it away 
above par. They paid the highest price ever 
paid for most of it. With the larger number of 
the minority steckhelders it is just the 
reverse. They bought the stock when it was 
They could sell at present prices 


inal investment. { The market value of the 
stock could go down a great deal lower than it 
is, and still it would not reach the figures at 
which many secured their holdings. With the 
majority stockhoiders it is different. A drop 
in the market value means a heavy loss. An 
increase in its value means a gain to them. 
They know, asI know from years of ex pe- 
rience, that $10 can be ultimately made by the 
hones} management of such a property as the 
Central, where $1 would be made by trickery 
or dishonest workings. Because they have 
so much invested, and somuch at stake, 
I say the Richmond and Danville would not 
wreck the read, as Mr, Calhoun says they pro- 
pose doing, even if they could.” 
The Protection of the Minority. 

“I also said that they could not wreck if 
they would. Ifthere was the slightest possi- 
ble attempt todo so. there are the courts to 
enjoin them and protect the interests of the 
minority stockholders. Besides, who will be- 
lieve that the men now comprising the direc- 
tory, or, let us confine ourselves to the Gaor- 
gians ou it, who will believe that these reputa- 
ble, honorable, conservative business men, 
who have enjoved the esteem and confidence 
of the public tor many years, would enter into 
such ascheme? The men who will! be elected 
in the place of the Messrs. Calhoun will be 
equally as honest and trustworthy. I say 
trustworthy. 

‘There will be no wrecking of the Central 
railroad, and no one need fear it.’’ 

The Bad Effect of Calhoun’s Letter. 

“The bad effect of such an alarming state- 
ment as that of Mr. Calhoun,” continued 
General Alexander, ‘is the impairment of 
confidence that§will result. His address to the 
pwalic will probably have the very effect of 
lowering the value of the securities which he 
deplored. Coming from him, many people 
who do not know ‘anything about railroad 
matters will be led to believe that everything 
is to go to smash at once, and will be led to 
dispose of their stock and bonds at an unneces- 
sary sacrifice. 

“Owing to the loss that it will bring on inno- 
cent persons, I must say I regret Mr. Calhoun’s 
publication, The Richmond and Danville 
system and the Central railroad do 
not depend for their existence or 
future prosperity on the life 
or connection of Mr, Calhoun, or of myself, 
or of any person. They are great properties, 
containing within themselves all the elements 
of great and uninterrupted prosperity. Men 
must not look merely at today or tomorrow, 
but far ahead into the future.” 

The Central Was the Captor. 

“The Céntral railroad was not captured by 
the Richmond and Danville. The Central 
captured the Richmond and Danville. The 
Central’s stockholders have got, for some 
time to come, the best of the bargain. Event- 
ually, though, the Richmond and Danville 
will réap a rich harvest of profit through the 
Central. Just now the Central stockholders 
are more sure of a good dividend than they 
would have beenif the road had not been 
leased. There is no use in concealing 
the _- fact that it was becoming 
a difficult matter to make the Central pay. 
Owing to the intense competition and the 
drawing away of business by new rival lines, 
it was necessary to reach out beyond [the Cen- 
tral’s limited sphere, and secure other busi- 
ness. The Richmond and Danville system 
offered the best and most natural adrantages 
in that respect. At the same time it was to 
the interest of the Richmond and Danville to 
secure control of the Central, as Savannah is 
its natural outlet. The lease is bound to be 
mutually beneficial. It will not be broken for 
the purposes of wrecking the road or anything 
else.” 

: A Sharp Rebuke. 

“No,” added the Central’s president, some- 
what sharply, in commenting on Mr. Calhoun’s 
insinuation that the Central’s directors were to 
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be merely tools of the Richmond and Danville 

and they would do its bidding. ‘No; the 
securities that we properly refused to turn 
over into their hands a few days ago will not 
be surrendered by the new board of directors, 
They are the property of the Central railroad. 
If they ever legally become the property of the 
Richmond and Danville, they will pass into 
that company’s hands, and never before.” 

It was quite evident that President Alex> 
ander thought that Mr. Calhoun had made @ 
grave error of judgment in his published state- 
ment. While, as stated, he talked freely, he 
was at the same time cautious in his remar 
When the remark was made that the effect 
Mr. Calhoun's statement was diminished bj 
the fact that the public eegarded it som 
what as an exhibition of spleen, he partly 
acquiesced,and added that if it had been made 
before Mr. Calioun’s retirement was decided 
on by the Richmond and Danville people, it 
would have been received differently, and not 
been so open to criticism of character, Nearly 
all Mr. Calhoun’s statements were character- 
ized by him as highly improbable. 

The New Directors. 

The general stated that he was not positive 
as to who the new directors would be. He had 
furnished the names, but did not know who 
would be selected. General Sorrel, who hap 
pened to be in New York, but did not go espe- 
cially for that purpose, will bring the list of 
the new board and the necessary proxies with 
him in the morning. 

Public opinion is divided on the subject. 
Some express about the same views as General 
Alexander, while others hold that through 
the falling out of the Messrs. Calhoun and 
other Richmond and Danville people, the 
public, at last, gets an insight into the latter’s 
intention. 

Believed in Mr. Calhoun. 

These believe Mr. Calhoun has boldly ez- 
posed a diabolical plot to undermine and de 
stroy the value of Georgia railroad securitiés, 
in order that these people may secure possess- 
ion of them for little or nothing and then #@ 
store them to their real value. They see fh 
this the fine hand of Jay Gould, Little has 
been heard of him in connection with Terminal 
affairs, but many profess to seein the t 
events his ald tactics, and to this class : 
Calhoun’s statements are but proof that Gouli 
and his confederates are down to business, ard 
that some wholesale fleecing is to ensue. 

A strong feeling exists here in favor ofa 
movem.nt in the next session of the legislatuge 
to break the lease. Many are hopeful that by 
breaking the lease connections may be made 
with the Louisville and Nashville. The raij- 
road question will be the main issue in the 
election of Chatham’s next legislators, 

Sentiment in Atlanta. 
IT IS SUGGESTED THAT THE TERMINAL WOUED 
LIKE THE CENTRAL’S LEASE BROKEN. 

Patrick Calhoun and John C, Calhoun sever 
their connection with the Central of Georgia 
today. 

Patrick Calhoun insisted on Saturday 
that his resignation as general counsel of the 
Central and southern counsel of the Richmond 
and Danville should be accepted. 

The legal affairs of the great properties can- 
not be transferred in a day, but as soon as the 
change can be made the law department of 
these railways will be placed in other hands. 

Mr. Pat Calhoun is in New York, and is not 
expected home soon. Mr. Jack Spalding is 
in Washington, Ga. Mr. Alex. King wasseen 
at his residence last night by a CONSTITUTION 


reporter, but he declined to talk. 
‘I helieve this change will be resented -! 


over the state,’”’ said a gentleman. yesterday, 
and he isin a position to know how things 
have been going. ‘‘Messrs. Brice and Thomas 
wanted to throw the Central into the hands of 
arecelver. They wanted to wreck the prop- 
erty from the start. The Calhouns opposed 
them. When the payment of the interest was 
refused last week by the Terminal, it was evi- 
dently their aim to break the lease,”’ 

‘*Is not the Central a paying property ?”’ 

‘Yes, if it isoperated properly. But with the 
Richmond and Danville and the East Tennes- 
see fighting it, the Central would be terribly 
handicapped. Last year the Southwestern 
did not earn the rentat the Central pays by 
$150,000. By putting the Central through 
a receivership its obligations would be 
wiped out and it could probably be bought in 
law. 

Break thé Lease, 

‘*Now it strikes ine that the very thing the 
minority stockholders should not do is to 
break the lease to the Georgia Pacific. They 
are getting their 7 per cent dividend. If the 
lease is broken the Richmond and Danville 
and the East Tennessee would make a fight 
on it and run it down until its creditors would 
ask for a receivership. 

“Then the m#rority stockholders would lose 
theirholdings. So long as tbheycan draw 7 
per centa year they are better off than they 
would be if they jump into the fire. 

“To meit looks as though the Central, if 
not the whole Richmond Terminal), is in dan- 
ger of the fate which overtook the East Ten- 
nessee twice. That system was put through 
a receiver’s hands twice, and those who did it 


made an immense sum of money out of it.’’ 


Today is the date of the Central’s annual 
election of thirteen directors. Eleven of these 
must be citizens of Georgia. Who will suc- 
ceed the Calhouns on the board no one could 
name yesterday. 

A friend of Pat Calhoun’s says his retire- 
ment from the railroads can be attributed to 
h‘s fight to preserve the integrity and credit of 
the properties. ‘‘Last Wednesday afternoon 
afier it had been decided by the controliing in- 
terest in the Terminal not to pay the Central’s 
dividend, the two Calhouns went outin the 
street and arranged to borrow enough money 
to pay theinterest and charges. This surprised 
the opposition the nextday. Then Mr. Inman 
went down to his office and officially ordered 
the payment of the interest. 

‘‘All the attacks made on the railroads last 
year by the Georgia legislature were made use 
of by those who wanted to wreck the Central 
toinjureit. Pat Calhoun should have been 
in New York looking after other matters, but 
was detained here uutil late in the year.”’ 

Pat Calhoun, John C. Calhoun and General 
E. P. Alexander engineered the movement 
which took the Central outof the control of 
the Raoul management. That was in 1886, 
and General Alexander was elected president 
in January, 1887. H. B. Hollins, of New 
York, and a Philadelphia firmof bankers were 
largely interested at the -time, but they subse- 
quently sold out. Patrick Calhoun became 
general counsel of the Central about three 
years ago, his law firm being Calhoun, King 
& Spalding. 

“TI guess that firm can make moré money by 
not being the railroad’s attorneys than by de- 
fending it,’”” remarked one of their friends last 
night.

SENATOR COLOQUIT! 


Talks to The.Constitution on the Pres- 
ent State of Affairs, 


HE WARMLY ENDORSES SPEAKER CRISP 


Who Did the Right Thing in the Ap- 
pointment of Committees, 


HILL DESERVES THE PRAISE OF ALL, 


Because He Is a Gallant and Successful 
Democratic Fighter, Who Never 
Leaves the Field? 


WasHINGToN, January 3.—[Special.]—Sen 
ator Colquitt went home for the holidays be- 
fore Speaker Crisp had announced the house 
com mittees. 

He returned, however, a few days ago, and 
in talking with me yesterday expressed his 
opinion on several subjects in words that mean 
much. 

Senator Colquitt is a personal friend of 
Speaker Crisp, but owing to the latter’s illness 
has not been able to see him since his return 
and therefore does not pretend tospeak for the 
speaker, but he does talk out in meeting, so 
to speak, and there can be no doubt of his 
meaning. 

As to Speaker Crisp. 

In response toa question as to what he 
thought of the criticisms upon Speaker Crisp’s 
committee appointments, he said: 

**You well know that I, as a Georgian and 
personal friend, and in view of his fitness, 
favored Mr. Crisp’s election to the speaker- 
ship. I was more interested in his success be- 
cause of the very unjust attacks made on him, 
and the misrepresentation of his tariff views 
and his work for tariff reform. His views on 
this question havé been known to me for many 
years, and there is not a sounder democrat on 
the question of tariff reformthan he. I know 
this from an intimate acquaintance with his 
views, his speeches in congress and in political 
campaigns. The effort to misrepresent him 
in this particular was enough to excite the re- 
sentment of any good democrat. It was 
natural, in view of the warmth of the contest, 
that some of those who opposed him should 
seek to justify their opposition by finding fault 
with everything he did, but there is nothing 
to justify theirexaggerated statements. There 
isno more delicate duty than that imposed upon 
a speaker in selecting committees. Personal 
friends will have their favorites. They will 
think iterror when their favorites are not se- 
lected. They judge of the action of a speaker, 
not from the responsible standpoint he occu- 
pies, but from their personal feelings. 1 see 
nothing to complain of in the appointments 
Mr. Crisp has made. He is charged with com- 
mitting a grave error and threatening the har- 
mony of the democratic party in the selections 
he has made of chairmen of vgridus commit- 
tees. Especially is this true of his selection of 
the chairman of the ways and means commit- 
tee. It is said that courtesy required that he 
should have appointed Mr. Mills chairman 
because he was chairman of that committee in 
the fiftieth congress. 
necessary the same was due every other chair- 
man of acommittee in the fiftieth congress. 
If he had been controlled by this idea and ap- 
pointed the committees as suggested, he would 
have imperiled the success of the democratic 
party. He was obliged to depart from such 
precedent, if any existed, or such courtesy, if 
courtesy required. 

“Mr. Crisp is a southern man, and wasa 
confederate soldier. It was an auspicious and 
significant event when he was chosen to vir- 
tuaily the highest position in the country next 
to the president of the United States. It was 
pleasing testimony to every patriot that sec- 
tionalism is waning. But we would soon have 
found this to be a flattering delusion had he 
appointed the chairmeh of these committees 
from considerations urged by those who are 
censuring him. Letthe democratic canvassers 
in the northern and western states in 1892 con- 
sider how they would have met the charges on 
the stump that the speaker of a democratic 
congress was a rebel and that the chairman of 
every important committee was a rebel, and 
that the day had comé when the south was 
again in the saddle, booted and spurred, con- 
trolling the destinies of a government which it 
had sought to overturn. 


The Question Analyzed. 


“Let us see how the facts are as to those 
committees: 

“The man by courtesy who should have 
been chairman of the ways and means cotn- 
mittee, Mr. Mills, was a confederate soldier. 

“The same way with General Forney, who 
would have gone to the head of appropriations. 

‘The saine way with Judge Culberson at 
the head of the committee on judiciary. 

‘‘So with Governor McCreary, of Kentucky, 
who was the last democratic chairman of the 
foreign affairs committee. 

“Then there is General Joe Wheeler, a 
confederate general, an old member -of the 
committee on military affairs, and the leader 
of the democratic minorityin the last con- 
gress. 

“Then there is Colonel Herbert, of Ala- 
bama, at the head of navai affairs, and Colonel 
O’Ferral!, of Virginia, who leads the com- 
mittee on elections. 

‘Indeed, bad the committees been made up 
upon the idea of courtesy and seniority the 
south would have held all the chairmanships 
of importance. 

*“‘Asissues now stand, northern democrats 
may be on the aggressive. They may charge 
high taxation, extravagant expendiiures of 
the republicans and put them upon the defen- 
sive in thecampaign. Had the policy of the 
critics of Mr. Crisp been carried out we should 
have been put on thefdefensive in the north 
and west as being a sectional party controlled 
by confederate brigadiers. 

‘‘Whatever may be said of the appointment 
of chairmen of the committees of the fiftieth 
congress, the same cannot be said of the fifty- 
second. In the fiftieth congress we had a 
slight democratic majority and there was a 
large preponderance of southern democrats. 
This fact and the fact that they had experience 
in previous congresses left no alternative but to 
choose them as chairmen. In 
the present congress there are more 
northern democrats than southern ones, and 
had he followed the precedents of the previ- 
ous congress, he would have been charged with 
narrow, selfish and sectional views. 

**T have little patience with the assertion 
that, in the appointment of the ways and 
means committee, there wilkbe a reactionary 
movement on the subject of tariff reform, or 
any other democratic measure. The demo- 
crats on the present ways and means commit- 
tee are earnest, zealous, steadfast tariff reform- 


| ers, They are as enthusiastic in their desire to

lighten the taxation of the people as any men 


| cared for. 


who Gould have been chosen in that body, The 
record of Mr. Springer is without reproach 
in this respect, either as to his ability or the 
firmness of his convictions. It seems to meto 
be presumptious that a few democrats in the 
house should charge the great majority with a 
lack of fidelity to the cardinal principle of 
tariff reform, or to any other democratic meas- 
ure. There is no more important question 
than. that of tariff reform. Its impor- 
tance cannot be overestimated, I heartily 
wish to see the day when the people will be 
rid’of the unjust burdens of taritf taxation. As 
a tariff reformer myself I have no fears nor 
doubts concerning the action of the committee 
on ways and means or the democratic majority 
in the house of representatives. 

*‘No good democrat freed from prejudice or 
personal predilection will sow seeds of distrust 
of the good faith of a democratic majority in 
the house because that majority has not. seén 
fit to sacrifice itself to individual ambition. 

“I have entire confidence that the work of 
these committees demonstrate that the speaker 
in appointing them was not control'ed by per- 
sonal feelings, but for the best interest of the 
party.” 

The Presidential Outlook. 

‘*What do you think ofthe presidential out- 
look for the democracy, and who will be the 
nominee ?’’ 

‘As to the discussion of names in connection 
with the presidency I do not think it judicious 
or wise as yet to enter upon a discussion as to 
who will be the presidential nominee. There 
are too many circumstances and events that 
might transpire and have influence in deter- 
mining the question. There should not be 
crimination or recrimination by any friends of 
favored aspirants. For myself I am for the 
democrat who can win the race. There is not 
one whose name has been suggested who is not 
infinitely preferable to arepublican. The at- 
tempt to prejudice any one of these worthy 
men whose names have been associated with 
the presidency is unjust to the men and to the 
party. 

‘While I am not the champion of Mr. Hill, 
I have no hesitation in saying that a great in- 
justice has been done him in seeking to depre- 
ciate him as a man, a democrat and a states- 
man. He is represented as a man of vulgar 
tastes and associations, anda friend of vice and 
corruption in morals and politics. 
There is rio ground for such _ reckless 
assertions. No man’s life has been 
subjected to severer scrutiny, and his 
bitterest enemy, personal or political, can find 
no stain upon his private or official life. As 
to his habits, be never drinks, he never 
smokes, has been a bachelor all his life, and 
there has never been an insinuation against 
his purity. His political record has been bit- 
terly assaulted because he has always been a 
leading and aggressive democrat, but no politi- 
cal antagonist has ever dared charge him with 
corruption. 

‘‘In making this declaration Iam not seek- 
ing to urge the nomination of Mr. Hill. Ido 
not know that he will be the best man, but no 
democrat should exclude him from fair con- 
sideration. 

“The national democratic convention, in 
selecting a candidate, will have in view meas- 
ures as well as men, and more than men, the 
platform will and should declare emphatically 
for tariff reform. It will not be subordinate to 
any question, and it cannot make the issue of 
tariff reform too sharp and momentous. To 
say, however, that tariff reform willbe the 
only issue shows a wonderful ignorance of the 
sentiment of the greatmass of the people. 
There has not been in the history of political 
struggles in this country a period when there 
was such a universal cry for relief. The con- 
dition of the farmers in manysectionsis de- 
plorable, and this condition affects ali other 
trades and interests. This cry will be heard, 
and it ought to be. It cannot be suppressed. 

The Silver Question. 

‘‘The free coinage of silver is looked to as 
one of the measures that will contribute to the 
relief of the poor and suffering. It is a demo- 
cratic doctrine. It has been approved in the 
democratic conventions in nearly all the 
states, and disapproved nowhere except in 
Massachusetts. 

“The democrat who seeks to dodge this is- 
sue dodges a great democratic doctrine advo- 
cated hy Jefferson and Madison and followed 
in the practice of the government for eighty 
years. 

‘‘Democrats of this day cannot afford to ig- 
nore this question and expose themselves to 
the charge that they are the friends of thespe- 
cial favored classes of monopolists and pluto- 
crats. The democratic party must be now, as it 
has ever been, the champion of the masses of 
the people.” 

The Third Party. 

“What of the third party movement in the 
south? Wull it have any visibie effect in the 
next presidential election ?”’ 

“T do not think it will. There is no neces- 
sity forathird party in the south and the 
people will not be beguiled into it 
visionary appea's of impractical en- 
thusiasts. Occasionally a thoughtless blatant 
demugogue asks the question, ‘What has 
the democracy done for/me?’ He can see 
nothing in our institutions, in our laws, in our 
freedom in the most beneficent government 
which has been established and preserved by 
the democratic party. Nothing seems good to 
his mercenary soul unless itis money. For 
three-quarters of a century the destiny of this 
country bas been shaped by the democratic 
party. it has grown from thirteen states to 
forty-four. In power, in exient, in weaith, 
and in the happiness of the people, it stands as 
the forem.ost of the governments of the earth, 
This is something for a patriot to be proud of, 
but there are serdid souls who will ask of these 
grand achievements, ‘What has the democratic 
party dene for me?’ | 

“They might as well ask ‘What has Chris- 
tianity done for me?’ Judas was the only one 
who was compensated by Christ’s coming. He 
received thirty pieces of silver, and ought to 
have been satisfied. The Christian world 
thought it had something besides thirty pieces 
of silver in the consolation of the gospel of 
Christ.

So That Republican Rascality Will Be

New York, January 3.—[Special.]—The 
threats of the republican leaders that the repub- 
lican senators would absent themselves from 
Albany, in an effort to prevent legislation, will 
be accepted by the democrats as an excuse for 
actions that, while technically legal, may seem 
like straining a point, 

The state constitution provides that a 
majority of all the senators must be present to 
passa bill. If there were only sixteen demo- 
crats in the senate, and the republicans were 
absent, no bill could pass. 

What the Democrats Will Do. 

In view of the republican threats and 
charges, the democratic managers have decided 
to take no chances on a bare majority. In ad- 
dition tothe cases decided by the court of 
appeals, there will be contests before 
the senate in three additional districts. In 
every district the contesting democrats will be 
able to prove technical frauds, and under a 
strict construction of the new ballot law, 
acting on a rigid interpretation of the letter 
of the law, the democratic majority will seat 
these three contesting democrats, giving the 
party nineteen senators. The absence of all 
the republicans then will not delay legislation. 

Tammapny Talks Out. 

A prominent Tammany man, one of the 
party leaders in the state, said to THE ConstI- 
TUTION correspondent today: 

‘‘We have won the victory at the polls and 
in the courts, and we are not going to be 
cheated out of it now by any republican trick.

DERAILED BY WRECKERS. 


The Perilous Position of a Louisville, New 
Orleans and Texas Train. 

GREENVILLE, Miss., January 3.—[{Special.] 
Train wreckers got in their work last night on 
the Louisville, New Orleans and Texas rail- 
road, seven miles above Leland and half a mile 
below Helm station, 

The engine, tender and baggage car were 
hurled down an embankment of eighteen feet, 
crushing todeath the fireman under the en- 
gine. } 

Engineer W. R. Ferguson escaped unhurt, 
although he stuck to his post and went down 
the embankment with his engine. 

An attempt had been made to wreck the 
same train near the same place on the night 
of December 3lst by placing ties across the 
track, but the engineer saw the obstructions 
in time to stop his train, and no harm was 


done. 

Last night, however, they were more suc- 
cessful in their dastardly work. Train No. 1, 
which lefs Memphis at 5 o’clock p. m., which 
is the fast train on the road, and due at 
Leland at 10 o’clock p m., when only a short 
distance below Helm station the engineer saw 
an obstruction on the track a distance of 
eighty yards ahead. He at once 
put on brakes and reversed his engine, 
but not in time tocome toa stop before the 
obstruction was reached. A tie had been 
placed on its end at the end of abridge, which 
crosses a washout, caused by the overflow of 
1890. Ina more perilous place scarcely could 
an obstruction have been placed. The bridge is 
about one hundred feet long, and the washout 
is thirty-five feet deep, with about twenty feet 
of water. 

Engineer Ferguson stuck to his engine, and 
could have jumped in all safety to himself 
from his cab, but he had hopes that the weigat 
of the engine, at the low speed he was going 
would crush the tie and that the train would 
pass over in safety. Asthe engine s'ruck the 
tie a heavy jolt was felt, and, with a crash, the 
engine, in some manner, perhaps by the aid of 
the guard rails on the bridge, kept on the 
track until the embankment was reached on 
the other side, when the engine, tender and 
baggagecar went down the embankment a 
distance of eighteenjfeet, leaving the two pas- 
senger coaches on the bridge, whic was badly 
broken up. The sleeper stopped just as it 
reached the edge of the bridge, where the 
obstruction was ‘placed. Engineer Ferguson 
escaped from the cab unhurt after the engine 
had rolled down the embankment. 7 

His colored fireman met his death under the 
engine and could not be extricated, but died in 
fearful agony in about half an hour. The 
baggagemaster and mail clerk, who went 
down with the baggage car, also escaped un- 
hurt. A colored tramp, who was stealing @ 
ride on some part of the train, 
had his ankle disiocated, and, be- 
sides, being badly joited and frightened. 
The passengers were unharmed. Engineer 
Ferguson wasthe firstto reach the coaches 
and offer assistance to persons whose position 
was not an enviable ove on the partially 
wrecked bridge, and dispiayed a coolness that 
was wonderful jor one who had been so near 
death’s door. ; 

The tracks were cleared by 10 o’clock this 
morning, and a train i:ade up to take the de- 
layed passengers on to New Orleans. There is 
no clue to the wreckers or any reason given for 
this villainuus work. The, section of country 
around this piace is sparsely settled, and close 
to a dense forest of woods and canebrake.

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Chief of Police Makes His Annual Re- 
port to the Board, 


AND THE SAME WILL BE TRANSFERRED 


To the General Council Today—The Report 
Shows What the Police Force Has 
Done in 1891. 


ned 


The reports of Chief Connolly and the board 
of police commission are prepared, and will be 
submitted to the council at its meeting today. 

Chief Connolly’s report shows the total ar- 
rests fer 1891 to be 13,351; 2,051 of which are 
state cases. Of this number 5,246 were 
white males, 341 white females, 6,209 col- 
ored males, and 1,555 colored females. The 
total amount of fines tmposed was $41,143.10; 
total collections, $25,244.85. 

The chief’s report calls special attention 
to the splendid service of his 
subordinates and points with pride to the de- 
tailed account of their work which is sub- 
joined to the report. He says the detective 
force organized during the year has been of 
incalculable value to the department, and has 
in every instance discharged its duties faith- 
fully and efficiently. For much of the good 
work of the department he gives credit to the 
aid of the police signal alarm system estab- 
ished during the year. 

To Increase the Force. 

He recommends the increase of the police 
force, and asks for twenty-five additional 
patrolmen. He says. this increase is made 
necessary by the great increase of the city’s 
population during the past year, and the ex- 
tension of territory that has to be covered by 
police protection. 

He also recommends the addition of ten 
other cali alarm boxes, to be placed in locali- 
ties that have recently built up and are not 
eligible to the present call stations. This he 
considers a matter of much importance, Inas- 
much as the addition of these call boxes will 
greatly facilitate the work of the department 
and save much inconvenience. The chief 
shows by practical illustrations and compari- 
sons the necessity of this increase in the de- 
partmwent’s facilities. 

The Past Year's Expenses. 

The appropriation for the expenses of last 
year’s operation of the police‘department was 
£120,360. Of this amount $10,000 was spent in 
the establishment of the signal alarm system, 
and $111,359.05 for the operation of the de- 
partment. The balance on hand at the end of 
the year was {7 cents. 

The Commissioners’ Recommendations, 

At the Saturday night session of the board 
of pelice commissioners, the chief’s report was 
reviewed and certain recommendations made 
in conformity therewith. 

He recommended an appropriation of $123,- 
067.50 to defray the expenses of the police de- 
partment for 1892. Of this amount $8,000 
will be used to purchase uniforms for the 
force, according to the recent ordinance of the 
council to that effect. 

They endorsed the recommendation of Chief 
Conpolly. relating to an increase in the patrol 
force, and thé call alarm boxes, and an appro- 
priation for that purpose. 

They further recommend the increase of the 
assistant chief to $1,500 a year, instead of 
$1,200, the present salary. 

These reports will be duly signed an. pre- 
sented for the consideration of the council at 
today’s session.

“Our contract with the Phenix Bridge Com- 
pany, and Will R. Maher, for the iron work 
and masonry was only made for so much of 
the work as could be completed during the 
year, with the agreement.on the part of the 
committee that we would recommend to the 
council of 1892 that they would immediately 
after the Ist of January enter into a contract 
with them for the completion of the bridge at 
the prices named in their respective bids, and 
we would respectfully urge upon you the im- 
portance of this, so that the work can proceed 
without delay. 

‘A resolution was introduced in council di- 
reciting aniron bridge to be built over the 
tracks of the East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia railroad on Whitehall street, and due 
notice has been given the railroad company to 
this effect, but as yet no steps have been taken 
towards the construction of the work, and we 
would recommend that an appropriation be 
made to build this bridge, and that che city pro- 
ceed with the work and collect the cost of the 
sane from the East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia Railroad Company. 

‘“We would also call attention to the Mc- 
Daniel street bridge and to the series of acci- 
dents that have occurred here for the last 
few years on account of the lack of height 
above the tracks,and also to the fact that this 
bridge was built and is maintained by the 
Kast Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia Rail- 
road Company. Wethink that the interests 
of her monity demand that the rail- 
road company should lower _ their 
tracks or raise the bridge, the 
cost-of either being a trifle when compared 
with the lives that have been lost. 

“The Georgia Pacific Railroad Company, on 
the request of the committee, has widened the 
Jones avenue bridge to the full width of the 
street, which will prove to be of great im- 
portance to residents in that partof the city. 
In addition to the repairs that have been made 
during the yearfon Bell street bridge, it will be 
necessary to rebuild another span at once, as it is 
now in an unsafe condition, and we have taken 
the liberty to order the lumber so that the 
work will not be delayed.”’

Mr. Woodward, chairman of the public 
buildings and grounds committee, asserts that 
the committee has in chat over a half 
million dollars of property and yet has no ap- 
propriations, The principal work of the year 
was the preparation for a new station house, @ 
building badly needed. The report re- 
counts the purchase of the lot, the 
securing of the designs for the building and 
the award of the contract for the building. 
The expenditure for the ground and building 
is put down at $117,235. 

The sale of the present station house and 
stockade farm are dis and recom- 
mended. . 

A new stockade on the city’s — 
grounds is advocated and the inadequacy 
the present stockade building is presented. 

Mr. Woodward shows apes! the great ne- 
cessity for a new city hall, aud illustrates the 
crowded condition of every officer in the build- 
ing. He advocates tire-proof vaults for the 
city engineer and the waterworks superin- 
tendent, and shows Atlanta’s irreparable loss 
by a tirein either of the two departments. 
The public scales are declared a great blessing, 
while the new fire department headquarters 
are the text of a happy paragraph of the re- 
port. 


Relief Committee. 


Aschairman of the relief committee Mr. 
Murphey presents a paper showing the 
set aside for relief when the year 
year began and the amount which_ has 
been used. The report shows accurately the 
manner in which Atlanta’s charity has been 
distributed through the committee. 


The Salary Committee. 


Mr. Tye, who heads the salary committee, 
will present a paper showing that the salaries 
of the aldermen and councilmen just elected 
were placed at $600. The paper recounts thé 
mayor’s veto and the subsequent action of the 
council, 

The Sanitary Committee, 


with Mr. Shropshire as chairman, had an ap- 
propriation of 556,000 for the year. 
That was entirely inadequate to the 
demands of the department and 
some of the most important work had to be 
abandoned. 

“The city,’’ says the report, ‘‘is rapidly 
growing in population,and houses are being 
builton much smaller lots. This increases 
the deinand on the departinent and will re- 
quire this year at least $78,000 to enable the 
department to serve about 13,700 houses, 
which would yield an income to the city of 
about $14,000 instead of $27,000 this year, on 
9,000 houses served, This increase will only 
cost the city $7,900 more than the past year, 
and 13,700 houses will get servicé instead of 
9,000 as at present. 

‘'There are many thickly settled localities re- 
ceiving but little service (and some of them 
none) from the simple fact that our means 
will not allow it. We have done all that 
could be done with the money appropriated to 
this department. 

‘“‘When the new waterworks are completed, 
and the sewerage system . increased then the 
expenses in this department can be 
diminished, as the night soil can 
be carried off through them. We have been 
changing the old heavy and burdensome night 
soil wagons into the air-tight barrel system, 
which is much better, and very much less of- 
fengive, and more sightly, as rapidly as the ap- 
propriation would permit. , 

‘**We recommend that the Orme street sewer 
in the fifth ward, the mineral spring sewer in 
the first and tifth wards, and the Fraser street 
sewer in the third ward, be extended or built 
at once, as these are very important matters to 
our growing city. The main sewer which now 
stops near the Lowry Banking Company, at 
the corner of Loyd and Alabama streets, should 
be extended up Alabama street to Pryor, 
thence north across the railroad on Pryor 
street,” 

The Public Schools. 

Mr. Woodward, chairman of the public 

schools committee, will show that his appro- 


‘priation was $135,000—$2,500 less than in 


1890, notwithstanding the fact that two new 
grainmar schools have been added—the 
Wallace street and the Fraser street, Then, 
too, the night schoo! has been maintained and 
a lot on Edgewood avenue has been bought for 
anew eight-zrade grammar school out of the 
appropriation.

The night school has 300 pupils. The one 
night school, the report thinks, should give 
away to three or four, which should be scat- 
tered. The committee recommends the foster- 
ing of the night schools, because they are at- 
tended by boys who work hard ali day. 

The report shows the attendance upon the 
schools to be 9,337, and for the first time in the 
history of the schools there has been no 
falling off in attendance. Four hundred 
white and 900 colored children who have 
tickets of admission, are crowded out because 
there are no seats. Enough have been re- 
jected to fill two extra eighth-grade schools, 
and this does not include those who are at- 
tending the temporary school.in the Gartrell 
building. | 

The committee then urgently recommends 
another school for the 900 colored children out 
of schools. 

hen 9 ey of a lot and the building of a 
Boys’ High school building is strongly advo- 
cated. 

The report closes with a high compliment 
to Atlanta’s public school system, and speaks 
in glowing terms of the superintendent. 

The Sewer Committee. 

Mr. Hendrix, chairman of the sewer com- 
mittee, presented a report showing that $000,- 
000 had been expended in sewersfin ’91. The 
largest expenditures, the report asserts, were 
made on the Butler street and Loyd street 
sewers. 

‘These two sewers,’’ says the report, ‘‘drain 
the larger portion of the city and the building 
of them wasa public necessity. They have 
been completed to the old city limit at a cost 
of $90,000. Nearly two-thirds of the cilx.. is 
drained by these two sewers. 

‘*Several smalier branch sewers have been 
built; the Cain and Rice street, which drain a 


street sewer. The Ormond branch sewer has 
been built most of the way, only one short gap 
and this would have been completed if the 
funds had been available, but with this ga 
completed a large territory will be drained, 
emptyinginto the Loyd street sewer. The 
Markham street sewer is in process of building 
and will be completed in a few days, and when 
tinished will relieve a densely populated sec- 
tion of a very serious condition. 

‘*‘We recommend that these be built the in- 
coming year. While it will seem like appro- 


| priating very large sums for sewers, yet we 


think the results to be attained are of 
such importance that the expenditure ought 
to be made and that speedily. With these 
three sewers built the incoming year, we be- 
lieve thereafter no appropriation need be 
made for sewer purposes. Especialiy will 
this conclusion prove correct if the distribu- 
tion of pipe sewers is pressed with the vigor 
the necessities of thecasedemand. The assess- 
ments on abutting property will thereafter build 
the pipe and all necessary branch sewers, 
Now the water os My from the Chattahoochee 
river being assured, your committee cannot 
too strongly urge upon its successors the im- 
portance of laying sewer pipes in all the 
thickly populated streets, Water pipes and 
sewers on all such streets, the detestabie and 
usightly night-soil carts will not be 
necessarily seen in the populous portion of the 
city. This, we belive to be the solution to 
that troublesome question, the disposing of 
the night soil. This is desirable for other 
reasons—wWhile the doing away with the night- 


soil carts is an object worthy of our highest. 


ambition.’

FIFTY GIRLS OUT IN THE COLD. 


Converse College, in Spartanburg, 
stroyed by Fire. 
- SPARTANBURG, S. C., January 3.—[Special.) 
Spartan burg’s pride is in ashes. 

At 11:30 o’clock last night the fire alarm 
startled many citizens not yet abed, and 
aroused many from their slumbers. The cry 
that Converse college was in flames hastened 
hurrying footsteps to the college site. It is 
situated justone mile from the business cen- 
ter ofthe city. It was without adequate water 
supply. The main building, made of brick, is 
completely gutted. The annex is saved; 75 
per cent of the furniture is saved in a damaged 
condition. 

The college was opened a year ago last Octo- 
ber with the brightest prospects of any college 
south. There were over one hundred and fifty 
young ladies enrolled for the first session. This 
year there were at the opening 100 boarders 
with 120 students from the city. 

About fifty of the boarders werein the build- 
ing at the time of the fire, the rest not having 
returned from their Christmas holiday. The 
fire originated in the furnace room unaccount- 
ably. The loss will reach $60,000; insurance, 

Mr. Converse, for whom the college was 
named, has lost his pet, and the people sympa- 
thize deeply with him and President Wilson 
in the loss of an institution of which any state 
might well be prond.

THE NASHVILLE FIRE. 
Searching the Ruins for the Bodies of the 
Dead Firemen. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., January 3.—[Special. }— 
All day long the streets in the vicinity of last 
night’s big fire have been packed by thousands 
of sightseers, and the police have had great 
difficulty in keeping them out of danger. 
Fifty men have put in the day cleaning up 
College street, and by tomorrow morning the 
electric lines will again be strung and the 
cars running. By daylight this morning the 
city officials were on hand, and quickly 
hired about twenty men, who went to work in 
the ruins of Phillips & Buttorf’s store, search- 
ing for the bodies of the three firemen who 
lost their lives. 

Tho First Body Found. 


The first body was found at 10:30 o’clock 
this morning, and was tenderly lifted from the 
ruins. The head, arms and legs had been 
completely burned away, and all that re- 
mained was a charred and roasted trunk that 
weighed not over thirty pounds. The 
underclothing was partially preserved, 
and the coat and vest were 
charred rags. The searchers went to work 
with renewed vigor, and exactly at 12 o’clock 
a second body was found in practically the 
same condition of the first, e@x- 
cept that the bones of one hand were 
foundina piece of leather strap that had 
been attached to the hose, showing that the 
fireman had diedstrictly at his post of duty. 
Both bodies were taken to Coroner Kramer’s, 
where an inquest was held. 

They Were Warned. 

It was deve!oped that when Captain Carroll 
placed the Stockell company, composed of col- 
ored men, he had warned them of their dan- 
ger. He also placed a fireman on Phillips & 
Hood’s building, across the street from the 
Warren building, with instructions to watch 
the seven-story wali. He instructed the men 
in case they were warned to drop the hose and 
flee across the building toward the north. The 
warning cry was given when the 
wall fei), and two men followed 
his instructions and escaped, but 
Gowdy, Allen and Ewing being the closest to 
the flames, were possibly blinded by the 
smoke, and ran westerly. Asa consequence 
when the Warren wall tottered and then 
buckled up and fell, they were caught and in- 
stantly crush to death. One gentleman 
who saw them killed, savs they did not start 
until the wall was almost uponthem. Chief 
Carroll succeeded in locating the:bodies which 
lying on the tin of the roof, 
eight faet from the edge of 
the building. Atthe timethe wall fell the 
Phillips & Buttorf building had not caught 
fire, and would probably have been saved but 
for the fall of the wall. 

Looking for Captain Gowdy’s Body. 


At this hour, 7 o’clock,the searchers have 
not succeeded in locating Captain Gowdy’s 
body, although his hat has been found, and it 
is thought that he may have fallen from the 
Phillips & Buttorf building into the alley- 
way, which isnow piled up with twenty feet 
of debris. 

The search will be prosecuted, however, 
until found. 

The two bodies reeovered early in the day 
were identified by bunches of keys found on 
their bodies. The tirst found was that of S. 
H. Alien, age twenty-nine years, who leaves a 
wife and one daughter. The second found 
was that of J. Harvey Ewing, age forty-one 
years, and who leaves a wife and one son. 
Captain Gowdy, the third victim, was one 
of the most respected men in _ the 
city. He had been captain of the 
Stovall company since its organization in 1885, 
wasa Mason and Odd Feilow, thirty-eight 
years old, and leaves a wife and one son. 

Help for the Families. 


Under the law thecity can do nothing for 
their families, but a popular subscription for 
their benetit will be started imme- 
diately. ‘The fourth ,fireman thought 
to have been killed last night made 
his escape. The burned district is 165 
feet wide and 400 feet long. The Noel block, 
which is an exact duplicate of the building 
burned’ ten years ago,is 100x165, and com- 
prised eight numbers occupied by insurance 
agents and attorneys’ offices. The Western 
Union, which lost all but a few instruments, will 
be in shape tomorrow night. Had it not 
been that the gale died down at10 o’clock, it 
is conceded that the fire would have burned 
to the river and destroyed millions of dollars’ 
worth of property. : 

Fire in Anniston. 

ANNISTON, Ala., January 3.—[{Special.]—Fire 
destroyed $12,000 worth of property, at 2 o'clock 
this morning, in the western part of the city. It 
was first discovered in the general store of T. E. 
Hogwood & Co., and the stock and building were 
both entirely destroyed. A high wind was blow- 
ing, and the scene ofthe fire is out of the fire 
limits, and four two-story residences on an ad- 
joining lot soon caught on fire, and were con- 
sumed. The loss is estimated at $12,000, with 
insurance to the amount of $8,000. No lives were 
lost, although one family had anarrow escape. 
The cause of the fire is unknown. 

Burned to Death. 

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., January 3.—[{Special.]—The 
Godfrey house, at Greenville, was burned at an 
early hourthis morning. A painter by the name 
of Foster was burned in the building. He got out 
safely. butjwent back for something in his room 
and.the roof fellinon him. The pecuniary loss 
was only about $3,000. 

By Spontaneous Combustion. 

New York, January 3.—A fire, accredited to 
spestaneous combustion, occurred in Brooklyn 
this evening, destroying the four-story grain 
elevator of Francis G. Pinto & Sons, and causing 
a loss of $100,000. The flames spread to the grain 
storage warehouse and its contents were dam- 
aged by water.

HARRISON MAD AT SECRETARY BLAINE, 


Because He Thinks the Latter Inspired 
Grace’s Letter—Private John Allen 
Tells the Story. 


WasuHinoron, January 3.—{Special. ]—Presi- 
dent Harrison and Mr. Blaine are decidedly 
at outs. 

The president is indignant about the dis- 
patch of ex-Mayor Grace, of New York, to 
Chile, announcing that Blaine was for peace, 
and was preventing the president and other 
members of the cabinet from doing anything 
rash. 

The president believes, that Mayor Grace 
was speaking with authority when he sent the 
dispaich. He further believes that Grace’s 
dispatch has caused delay on the part of the 
Chilean ministry, and made it more difficult 
to deal with by encouraging the belief there 
that our cabinet is not thoroughly sustaining 
the demand of the president for an apology 
and reparation. 

The president knows Chile is going to make 
proper amends, but he wanted it done quickly 
in order that the administration might get 
credit for prompt and vigorous action. 420 
now wants Mr. Blaine to publicly disavow any 
such utterances as are accredited to him. In- 
deed, Mr. Harrison has an idea that Mr. Blaine 
is seeking to rob him of some of ‘the credit of 
his prompt action in the Chilean mat- 
and in this way is playing for 
popularity, and hoping that the presidential 
nomination will be tendered him without his 
apparent seeking. But, while believing this, 
Mr. Harrison has stated that Mr. Blaine has 
told him more than once that he would not be 
a candidate for the nomination before the Min- 
neapolis conventionin June. But the president 
has no great amount of confidence in his secre- 
tary of state’s personal announcement, though 
he has a verbal agreement with the man from 
Maine on this subject. 

In the meantime, The Post, which is a bitter 
hater of Blaine, is strongly intimating that 
ex-Mayor Grace has a hold upon Blaine, and 
is using him as the,means of saving his nitrate 
interests in Chile. 

Springer’s First Bill. 

Mr. Springer has been preparing a brief 
tariff bill, which he will submit to some of his 
colleagues, and then introduce. It will put 
raw wool on the freelist, and will place the 
manufacturers of wool about where they were 
placed in the Mills bill. This will, perhaps, 
be the first of the bills dealing with the tariff 
question considered by the ways and means 
committee. A bill of this kind will be 
reported favorably, debated, and passed by the 
house and sent to the senate. What that 
body will do with it remains to be seen. 

Georgians Coming Back. 3 

The Georgians have commenced to return 
from their holiday excursion home.

GARZA’S. MEN SURPRISED. 


United States Troops Rout a Camp of Mex- 
ican Rebels. 


WASHINGTON, January 3.—General Scho- 
field today received information of the surprise 
by United States troops of one of Garza’s 
camps of revolutionists, near Lascuevates and 
Ringgold, and of the capture of one of the 
rebel officers. 

This information was contained in the fol- 
lowing dispatch from Brigadier General Stau- 
ley, dated San Antonio, Tex,, January 3d. 

“*A dispatch received this morning from the 
commanding officer at Ringgold, dated yes- 
terday, reports Lieutenant Longhorn, with 
the sheriff, deputy marshal and a detachment, 
just in with one prisoner, Colonel Pablo Munza, 
one of Garza’s leaders. Lieutenant Longhorn 
reports that yesterday they struck the camps 
of the revolutionists three miles from 
Lascuevates, i miles from 
here—Ringgold. The revolutionists 
ran, leaving everything,jas soon as they discov- 
covered the troops, escaping into a dense 
thicket. It is not known thatany. of them were 
hurt, though many shots were tired after thein. 
As they dashed into the brush in the vicinity 
the capture of Pablo Munza was made, also 
the horses and equipment of nine revolution- 
ists, two guns, ammunition, badges and many 
important papers.’’ 

The Situation on the Border. 

San Awnton10, Tex., January 3.—There is 
much excitement at the military department 
headquarters here, and among the people of 
this city over the situation on the border. A 
special train left at 7 o’clock Saturday morn- 
ing conveying troops D and K, Third 
cavalry, from this post to the 
disturbed country along the border.

ROBERT PARKER KILLED OUTRIGHT, 


And One of His Antagonists Dies Later 
On—The Story of the Duel by an 
Bye Witness. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., January 3.—From 
Perry, the county seat of Taylor county, 
comes a report of a street fight in the 
public square there, last Thursday, in which 
Robert Parker was killec outright and 
Thomas Walters and John J. Goento were 
dangerously wounded, the latter dying early 
this morning from the effects of his in- 
juries. 2 

The Origin of the Row. 

The row began by Walters and William 
Parker getting into a dispute over some 
trifling matter, Parker finally becoming 
enraged and slashing Walters across 
the lower part of the abdomen 
with a long, sharp-bladed pocket knife. 
Walters drew his pistol, but was prevented by 
bystanders from using it until Parker started 
for his wagon for his gun, when Walters fired 
at him, but missed his aim. 

A Brother Comes In. 

Robert Parker, a brother of William, then 
interfered, and attacked Walters with a pistol. 
Walters was weak from his bleeding wounds 
but returned the fire, and at the third 
shot from his’ pistol Bob Parker 
fell dead in the street. Marion 
Murphy, brother-in-law of Parker, next came 
upon the scene with two double-barreled shot- 
guns, one of which he handed to William 


Parker, who blazed away with both barrels at. 


Walters. 
The Peacemaker’s Part. 

Ex-County Judge J. J. Goento, who was 
trying to stop the tight, stepped in front of 
Walters just in time to receive both charges 
full in the stomach. He was borne 
bleeding into a store near. by, into 
which Walters also rushed and renewed his 
supply of cartridges from theshelf. He was 
on his way back to the scene of trouble, re- 
loading his pistol as he went, when he became 
too weak from the loss of blood to walk, and 


was picked up by a friend. 
The Coroner’s Finding, 


The coroner’s jury in the matter of the kill- 
ing of Bob Parker, found that Walters killed 
him in self-defense. William Parker and 
Marion Murphy, who fired at Walters once, 
are now in jail closely guarded. No inquest 
has yet been held on the body of Judge Goento, 
Walters will probably die.

Not very far from Atlanta there isan old grave 
that has fora headstone an old blacksmith’s 
anvil. The oldest inhabitants have almost for- 
gotten the brawny smith who sleeps there, 
but the passing away of the old year and the 
entering in of the new brings to mind the 
associations of the smith and the anvil. 

Close by the grave, even till this day, there 
is a little mound that marks the spot where 
the smithy’s forge had stood. There are yet 
the remnants of some great oaks where his 
children uster play, and the little spring still 
ruds off from the bluff and sparkles across a 
valley in the field. The old smith, unlettered 


himself, worked cheerfully to give his chil- 
dren opportunities he bad never known, but 
with all the advance of progtess there was one 
custom of his that he never departed from. It 
was ringing out the old and ringing in the new 
upon every New Year’s eve night. 

It was only a whim of this old man to begin 
his New Year in this way. People said it was 
a superstitious notion thatif he done a good 
Gay’s work the first day of the year that he 
would be blessed with health and plenty of 
work throughout the year. Anyhow, he 
always did it, and his wife always heartily 
joined in with him, and upon every New Year’s 
eve night as the clock struck 12 he began 
a hammering upon the old anvil that sounded 
out in the stillness of night loud and weird, 
together with a tingling melody that made a 
chime of sweetness. He did solike to follow 
this whim that in his later years he had 
learned his old wite to beat an accompani- 
mens, and together they would make the anvil 
ring till every child would be drawn to the 
shop, the chickens would crow, the hogs 
would squeal and the dogs would prance, 
howl and bark. Of course the children had 
their sport, till all in all the New Year at the 
smith’s place vas an occasion of bustling 
energy, noise and merriment. For years these 
people were contented with their lot and 
blessed with an abundance, but a change 
came. 

The children grew, and with their growth 
grew the idea of progressiveness. The old 
smith’s whims seemed to be coarse, and there 
was many a more elegant way of making 
money than by swinging the big hammers, 
To the town was the thought of his boys, and 
tothe town they went. From one town to 
another till to the west they found their way, 
They were soon in the whirly-burley of busi- 
ness. Oneofthem went to railroading, an- 
other to merchandising and the other one at 
something else. They were fairly successful, and 
upon one New Year’s eve night they chanced 
to meet at a hotel in a great city. hey had 
heard from their childhood home often, but 
never a complaint had come from the old 
smith, A “God bless you” was always re- 
ceived, and one time the news of their 
mother’s death. 

It was natural for the thoughts and conver- 
sation of these young men to turn to the old 
smith’s shop.

It was no 
sooner proposed by the oldest than they all 
agreed, and in less than an hour they were 
speeding that way. .” 

It took a fast ride of several] hours for them 
to nake the trip, but the nearer they got the 
more anxious they were to make the old 
smith’s heart fee! glad at their coming. At 
the little station the people bad heard the old 
anvil’s ring upon the night before, but it was 
not so loud nor continued so long asit had at 
other times, but this was accounted for by the 
increased years of the old smith, as the sons 
hurried to their youthful homes. : 

They went into the dwelling first. The 
place where they first saw the light was be- 
fore them, the door was open and there was 
nothing todo but to step in. ‘The old fire- 
place was cheerless. No blazing fire greeted 
the young men asin days of yore. The old 
clock had Geased its tick and the hands 
pointed to 12:10 o clock. There were walnuts, 
hickory nuts and chestnuts in some boxes by 
the hearth and some cake on the table under a 
cloth, but it hadnotthe soft touch of 
their mother upon it, not a_ chick 
moved in the yard, and not a hog squealed 
anywhere, not a dog was to be seen as they 
tearfully stepped outside the house, but a bark 
from the old shop led the brothers there. 

There by the anvil with his hammer firmly 
clinched in his right hand, the old smith lay 
cold in death. is faithful dog was all that 
kept watch over him, and the dog refused to 
allow the sons to tough their father.

Hiow many of we older folks can put our 
hands upon our hearts and say that we do not 
long for the good old days of long ago?

Molasses candy, ginger cake and ’sim- 
mon beer, together with pumpkin pie, custards 
and the wild game that any hunter could have 
for himself, made the holidays a frolic and 
New Year's joyful.

SA NEW YEAR SERMON 


Dr. Talmage Preaches from the Following 
Ominous Words: 


“THIS YEAR THOU SHALT DIE.” 


The First Sunday in the New Year Finds 
the Eminent Brooklyn Divine in 
a Serious State of Mind. 


BROOKLYN, N. Y., January 3.—[Special.]— 
his morning the tabernacle congregation, 
meeting for the first Sunday service of the new 
year, found the pastor disposed to serious re- 
flections on the tlight of time. The opening 
hymn gave the keynote in the familiar words; 
My days are gli rj 
And 1, eit way Pete el 


Would not detain them as they fly, 
Those hours of toil and danger, 


Dr. Talmage read several passages relating’ 


to antediluvian longevity, making charac- 
teristic comments as he read, and then 
preached from the ominous words, Jeremiah 
XXVIII, 16; “This year thou shalt die.” 

Jeremiah, accustomed to saying bold things, 
addresses Hananiah in these words. They 
prove true. In sixty days Hananiah had de- 
parted this lite. 

This is the first Sabbath of the year. Itisa 
time for review and for anticipation. A man 
must bea genius at stupidity who does not 
think now. The old year died in giving birth 
to the new, asthe life of Jane Seymour, the 
English queen, departed when that of her son, 
Edward VI, dawned. The old year was a 
queen. The new shall bea king. The grave 
of the one and the cradle of the other are side 
by side. We can hardly guess what the child 
will be. It is only two days old, but I prophesy 
for it an eventiuvi future. Yearof mirth and 
madness! Year of pageant and contlagration! 
It will laugh; it will sing; it will groan; it 
will die. : 

Is it not atime for earnest thought? The 
Congratulations have been given. The Christ- 
mias trees have been taken down, or have 
well-nigke cast their fruit. The friends who 
caine for the holidays are gone in the raii- 
train. While we are looking forward to an- 

ther twelve months of intense activities, the 
text breaks upon us hke a bursting thunder- 
head: ‘This vear thou shalt die!” 

The text will probably prove true of some 
of us. The probability is augmented by the 
fact that aliof us who are over thirty-five 
years of age have gone beyond the average of 
human life. The note is mere than due. It 
is only by: sufferance thai it is not collected. 
We are like a debtor who is taking the “three 
days’ grace’’ of the banks. Our race started 
With nine hundred years fora lifetime. We 
read of but one -antediluvian youth 
whose early death = disappointed the 
hopes of his parents by his dying at 777 years 
of age. The world then may have been ahead 
of what it is now, for men had so longa time 
in which to study, and invent, and plan. If 
an artist ora philosopher has forty years for 
work, he makes great achievements; but what 
must the artists and jghilosophers have done 
who had 900 years befurethem? Inthe nearly 
two thousand yeats before the flood, consfder- 
ing the longevity of thé inhabitants, there may 
have been nearly as many people as there are 
now. The flood was not a freshet, that washed 
afew peopie off a plank, but a disaster that 
may have swept away athousand million. If 
the Atlantie ocean, by a lurch of the earth to- 
night, should drown this hemisphere, and the 
Pacitic ocean, by a sudden lurch of the earth, 
should drown the other hemisphere, leaving 
about as many beings as could be got in one or 
two ocean steamers, it would give you an idea 
of what the ancient flood was. 

At that time God started the race with a 
shorter allowance of life. The 900 vears were 
hewn down, until, in the time of Vespasian, a 
census was taken, and only 124 persons were 
found one hundred years old, and three or four 
persous one hundred and forty years old. Now 
@ man who has come_to one hundred years of 
age is a curiosity, and we go miles to see him.

twenty years. 
blossoms that never get to be apples. In the 
country church, the sexton rings the bell 
rapidly until almost through, and then tolls it. 
Fora while the bell of our life rings right 
merily: but with some of you the§be!l has be- 
gun to toll, and the adaptedness of the text to 
you is more and more probable: ‘‘This year 
thou shalt die.” 

The character of our occupations adds to the 
probability. Those who are in the professions 
are undergoing a sapping of the brain and 
nerve foundations. Literary men in this 
country are driven with whip and spur to their 
topmost speed. Not one brain-worker out of a 
hundred observes any moderation. There is 
someting so stimulating in our climate that, 
if John Brown, the essayist of Edinburgh, had 
lived here, he would have broken down at 
thirty-five instead of fifty-five, and Charlies 
Dickens would have dropped at forty. There 
is something in a!l our occupations which pre- 
disposes to disease. If we be stout, to disor- 
ders ranging from fevers to apoplexy. If we be 
frail, to diseases ranging from _ con- 
Bumption to paralysis. Printers’ rarely 
reach fifty. Watchmakers, in mark- 
ing the time for others, shorten their 
own. Chemists breathe death in their labora- 
tories, and potters absorb paralysis. Painters 
fall under their own brush. Foundrymen 
take death in with the filings. Shoemakers 
pound away their own lives on the last. Over- 
driven merchants measure off their own lives 
with the yard-stick. Millers grind away their 
own lives with the grist. Masons dig their 
graves with the trowel. Andinall our occu- 
pations and professions there are the elements 
of peril. 

Rapid climatic changes threaten our lives. 
By reason of the violent fits of the thermome- 
ter within two days we live both in the arctic 
and.the tropic. The warm south wind tinds 
us with ourfurson. The wintry biast cuts 
through our thin apparel. The hoof, the 
wheel, the firearms, the assassin, wait their 
chance to putupon us their quietus. I an- 
nounce itas an impossibility that 365 days 
shou!d pass and leave us all as we now are. In 
what direction to shoot the arrow I know not, 
andsolI shoot it ataventure: “This year 
thou shalt die.”’ 

In view of this, I advise that you have your 

mporal matters adjusted. Do not leave 

our worldly affairs atthe mercy of admin- 
/ strators. Have your receipts properly pasted, 
and your letters filed, and your’. books 
balanced. If you have “trust funds,’’ see 
that they are rightiy deposited and accounted 
for. Let no widow ororphan scratch om your 
tomDstone, “this man wronged me of my 
inheritance.’’ Many a man has died, leaving 
a competency, whose property has, through 
his own carelessness, afterward been divided 
between the administrators, the surrogate, the 
lawyers and the sheriffs. I charge you, before 
many days have gone, as far as posssble, have 
allyour worldly matter made straight, for 
**this year thou shalt die.’’ 

I advise, also, that you be busy in Christian 
work. How many Sabbaths in the year? 
Fifty-two. Ifthe text be true of you it does 
not say at what time you may go, and there- 
fore it is unsafe to count on all of the fiftv-two 
Sundays. As you are as likely to goin the 
first half of the year as in the last half, I think 
we had better divide the fifty-two into halves 
and calculate ouly ° twenty-six Sabbaths. 
Come, Christian men, Christian women, what 
can you do in twenty-six Sabbaths? Divide 
the 365 days into two parts. What can you do 
in 182 days? What by the way of saving your 
family, the church and the world? You will 
‘not, through all the ages of eternityin heaven, 
yet over the dishonor and the outrage of going 
into glory and having helped none up wothe 
game place. It will be fouhd that many 

Sabbath school teacher has taken into 
heaven her whole class; that Daniel Baker, 
he evangelist, took thousands into heaven: 

at Doddridge has taken in bundreds of 
housands; that Paul took in a hundred 
million. How many will youtakein? If 
you get into heaven, and find ngne there that 
you sent, and that there afe none to come 
hrough your instrumentaiity, I beg of you to 
sprawl under some seat in the back corner, and 
never come out, lest the redeemed get their 

ye on you, and some one cry out, ‘That is 
the man who never lifted hand or voice for 


redgpption of his fellows! Look at him, 
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A Pure Cream of Tartar Powder.

all heaven!”’ Better be busy. Better put the 
plow in deep, Better say what you have to 
Say quickly. Bettercry the alarm, Better 
fall on your knees. Better lay hold with both 
hands. What you now leave undone for 
Christ will forever be undone. ‘This year 
thou shalt die!’? 

In view of the probabilities mentioned, I 
advise allthe men and women not ready for 
eternity to get ready. If the text be true, you 
have no time to talk about non-essentials, ask- 
ing why God let sin come into the world; or 
whether the book of Jonah is inspired ; or who 
Melchisedec was, or what about the eternal 
decrees. If you are as near eternjty as some 
of you seem to be, there is no time for any- 
thing but the question, “‘What must [I do to 
be saved?’’ The drowning man, when a 
plank is thrown him, stops not to ask what 
sawmill made it, or whether it is oak or cedar, 
or who threw it. The moment it is thrown, 
he clutchesit. If °this year you are to die, 
there is no time for anything but immediately 
laying hold on God. It is high time to 
get out of your sins. You say, “I have 
committed no great transgressions.’’ But are 
you not aware that your life has been sinful? 
The snow comes down on the Alps flake by 
tlake, and itis so light that you may hold it on 
the tip of your tinger without feeling any 
weight; but the flakes gather; they compact, 
until some day a traveler’s foot starts the 
slide, and it goes down in an avalanche, crush- 
ing to death the villagers. So the sins of your 
youth and the sins of your manhood, and the 
sins of your womanhood, may have seemed only 
slight inaccuracies or trifling divergences from 
the right—so slight that they are hardly worth 
mentioning, but they have been piling up and 


» piling up, packing together and packing to- 


gether, until they make a mountain of sin,and 
one more step of your footin the wrong direc- 
tion may slide down upon you an avalanche of 
ruin and condemnation. 

A man crossing a desolate and lonely 
plateau, ahungry wolf took after him. He 
brought his gun to his shoulder, and took aim, 
and the wolf howled with pain, and the cry 
woke upa pack of wolves, and they came 
ravening out of the forest from all sides, and 
horribly devoured him. Thou art the/man. 
Some one sin of your life summoning on all 
the rest, they surround thy soul, and make the 
night of thy sin terrible with the assault of 
their bloody muzzles. Oh, the unpardoned, 
clamoring, ravening, all-devouring sins of thy 
lifetime! 

A maniac was found pacing along the road 
with a torch in one hand anda pail of water 
in the other, and some one asked him what 
be meant to do with them. He answered, 
‘With this torch I mean to burn down 
heaven, and with this water I mean to- put 
out the fires of hell.’’ He wasa maniac. He 
could do the one thing just as well as he could 
do the other. Notime to lose if you want to 
escape your sins, for ‘this year thou shalt 
die.”’ 


Let me announce that Christ, the Lord, 
stauds ready to save any man who wants to be 
saved. He waited for you all last year, and 
all the year before, and all your life, He has 
waited for you with blood on his brow, and 
tears in his eye, and twooutstretched, mangled 
hands of love. 

You come home some night and find the 
mark of muddy feet on your front steps. You 
hasten in and find an excited group around 
your ¢hild. He fell into a pond, and had it 
not been for a brave lad,who plunged in and 
Drought him out and carried him home to 
be resuscitated, you would have been childless. 
You feel that you cannot do enough for the 
rescuer. Youthrow yourarms around him. 
You offer him anycompensation. You say to 
him: “‘Anything that you want shall be 
yours: I will never cease to be grateful.’’ But 
my Lord Jesus sees your sou! sinking, and at- 
tempts to bring it ashore, and you not only re- 
fuse Him thanks, but stand on the breach and 
say, ‘Drop thatsoul! If I want it saved I 
will save it myself.”’ 

I wish you might know what a. job Jesus 
undertook when He carried your case to Cal- 
vary. They crowded Him tothe wal). They 
struck Him. ‘They spat on Him. They kicked 
Him. They cuffed Him. They scoffed at Him. 
They scourged Him. They murdered Him. 
Blood!.biood! As He stoops down to lift you 
up, the crimson drops upon you from His brow, 
from His side, from His hands. Do you not 
fee] the warm current on your face? Oh, for 
thee the hunger,’ the thirst, the thorn-sting, 
the suffocation, the wp ory, the groan, the 
sweat, the struggle, the death! 

A great in came in Marsdilles. The 
doctors held a consultation and decided that a 
corpse must be dissected, or they would never 
know how to stop the plague. A Dr. Guyon 
said: ‘*Tomorrow morning I will proceed toa 
dissection.”? He made his will, prepared for 
death, went into the hospital, dissected a body, 
wrote out the results of the dissection, and 
died in twelve hours. Beautiful self-sacritice, 
you say. Our Lord Jesus looked out from 
heaven and saw a plague-stricken race. Sin 
must be dissected. He made His will, giving 
evervthing to His people. He comes down 
into the reeking hospital of earth. He lays 
His hand to the work. Under our plague He 
dies—the healthy for the sick, the pure for the 
polluted, the innocent for the guilty. Behold 
the love! Behold the sacrifice! Behold the 
rescue ! 

Decide, on this first Sabbath of the year, 
whether ornot you will have Jesus. He will 
not stand forever begging for your love. With 
some here His plea ends right speedily. “This 
year thou shalt die.”’ 

This great salvation of the gospel I now of- 
fer to every man, womanand child. You can- 
not buy it. You cannot earn it. A Scotch 
writerfsays that a poor woman, one cold win- 
ter’s day, looked through the windows of a 
king’s conservatory and saw a bunch of grapes 
hanging against the glass, She said, *‘Oh, if I 
only had that bunch of grapes for my sick 
child at home!”” At her spinning whreel she 
earned a few shillings, and went to buy the 
grapes. The king’s gardener thrust her out 
very roughly, and said he had no grapes to 
sell, She went off and sold a blanket, and got 
some more shillings, and came back and 
tried to buy the grapes. But the gardener 
roughly assaulted her, and told her to be 
off. The king’s daughter was walking in the 
garden at the time, and she heard the excite- 
ment, and, seeing the poor woman, said to her: 
‘‘My father is not a merchant, to sell, but he is 
a king, and gives.””’ Then she reached up and 


lucked the grapes, and dropped them into 
agers Sat So Christ is a king, 


| and all the fruits of His pardon Ie freely gives* 


| 


They may not be bought. Without money 
and without price, take thissweet cluster from 
the vineyards of God. 

I am coming to the close of my sermon. I 
sought for a text appropriate for the occasion. 
I thought of taking one in Job: “My days fly 
as a wenver’s shuttle’; ofatextin the Psalms: 
‘*So teach us to number our days that we may 
apply our hearts unto wisdum’”’ ; of the prayer 
ol the vine-dresser: ‘‘Lord, Jet it alone this 
year also’; but pressed upon my attention, 
first of all, and last of all, and above all, were 
the words: ‘This year thou shalt die.” 

Perhaps it may mean me. Though in per- 
fect th now, it does not take God one 


week to bring down the strongest physical 
constitution. Idonvut want to die this year. 

We have plans and ee on foov that I 
want to see completed; but God knows best, 
and He has a thousand better men than [ todo 
the work yet undone. I have a hope that, 
notwithstanding all my sins and wanderings, I 
shall, through the infinite mercy of my Sav- 
ior, come Out at the right place. I have noth- 
ing to brag of by way of Christian experience, 
but two things I have arned— 
my utter helplessness before ~ God, 
and the all-abounding grace ‘of the 
Lord Jesus. If the text means some of 
you, my hearers, I do not want you to be 
caught unprepared. I would like to have 
you, either through money you have laid up, 
ora “life insurance,”” be able to leave the 
world feeling that your family need not 
become penne. But if you have done your 
best, and you leave not one dollar's worth of 
estate you may confidently trust the Lord who 
hath promised to care for the widow and 
fatheriess. I would like to have your soul 
fittedjoutjfor eternity, 60 that if any morning, or 
noon, or evening, or night of these three hun- 
dred and sixty-tive days, death should, look in 
and ask, ‘‘Are you ready ?”’ you might, with an 
outburst of Christian triumph, answer, ‘Ay, 
ay !{all ready.”’ z 

I know not what our last. words may be. 
Lord Chestertield prided himself on his polite- 
ness, and said, in his Jast moment, ‘‘Give Day- 
rollesachair. Dr. Adam, a dying school- 
master, said, ‘It grows dark. The boys may 
dismiss.””’ Lord Tenterden, supposing himself 
on the bench of a courtroom, said, in his last 
moment: “Gentlemen of the jury, you will 
now consider your verdict.” A dying play- 
actor said, “Drop the curtain. The farce is 
played out.” I would rather have for my 
dying words, those of one greater than Chester- 
field, or Dr. Adam, or Lord Tenterden: ‘*I am 
now ready tobe offered, and the time of my 
departure is at hand. I have fought a good 
tight, I have finished my course, I have 
the faith; henceforth there is laid up for mea 
crown of righteousness, which the Lord, the 
righteous judge, shall give me.” 

, Lhe sooner the jast hour comes the better if 
we are fitted for entrance in the celestial 
world. . There is no clock in heaven, because 
it is an everlasting day, yet they keep an ac 
count of the passing years, because they are 
allthe time hearing from our world. The 
angels flying through heaven report how often 
the earth has turned on its axis, and in that 
way the angels can keepadiary; and they 
say itisalmost time now for father to come 
up, or for mother tocome up. Some day they 
see a cohort leaving heaven, and they say, 
“Whither bound?” and the answer is, ‘‘To 
bring up a soul from earth ;’’ and the question 
is asked, ‘‘What soul?’”’ Anda family circle 
in beaven finds thatitis one of theirown num- 
ber that is to be brought up, and they come out 
to watch, as on the beach we now watch fora 
ship that is to bring our friends 
home. After awhile the cohort will 
heave in sight, flying nearer. and 
nearer, until with a great clang the gates hoist, 
and with an embrace, wild with the ecstasy 
of heaven, old friends mect again. Away 
with your stiff, formal heaven! I want none 
of it. Give mea place of intinite and eternal 
sociality. My feet free from the clods of 
earth, I shall bound the hills with gladness, 
and break forth in a laugh of triumph. Aha! 
aha! We weep now, but then we shall laugh. 
**Abraham’s bosom’’ means that heaven has 
open arms totake usin. Now we fold our 
arms over our heart, and tell the world to 
stand back, as though our bosom was a two- 
barred gate to keep the world out. Heaven 
stands not with folded arms, but with heart 
open. It is ‘‘Abraham’s bosom.”’ I see a 
motherand her child meeting at the foot 
of the throne after some years’ absence. 
The child died twenty years ago, but 
it is @ child yet. I think the little 
ones who die will remain children 
through all eternity. It would be no heaven 
Without the little darlings. I do not want 
those that are in heaven to growup. We 
need their infant voices in the greatsong. And 
when we walk out in the fields of light we 
want them torun ahead and clap their hands 
and pick out the brightest of the field flowers, 
Yes, bere is achild and its mother meeting. 
The child long in glory, the mother just ar- 
rived. ‘‘How changed you are, my darling!’’ 
says the mother. “Yes,’”’ says the child, ‘‘this 
is such a happy place; and Jesus has taken 
such care of me, and heaven is so kind, I got 
right over the fever with which I died. The 
skies are sofair, mother! The flowers are so 
sweet, mother! Thetemple is so beautiful, 
mother! Come, take me upin your arms as 
you used to.” Oh, I do not know how we 
shall stand the first dayin heaven. Do you 
not think we will break down in the song from 
over-delight? LIouce gave out in church the 
hymn, 

There isa land of pure delight, 

Where saints immortal reign. 
and an aged man standing in front of the 
pulpit sang heartily the first verse, and then 
he sat down weeping. I said to him after- 
ward, ‘‘Father Linton, what made you cry 
over that hymn?” Hefsaid, ‘‘I could not stand 
it—the joys that arecoming.”’ When heaven 
rises for the doxology, I cannot see how we 
can rise with it if all these waves of everlast- 
ing delight comé upon the soul, billow of joy 
after billowof joy. Methinks Jesus would be 
enough for the first day in heaven, yet here He 
approaches with all heaven at his back. 

But I must close this sermon. This is the 
last January tosome who are present. You 
have entered the year, but you will not close 
it. Within these twelve months your eyes 
will shut for the last sleep. Other hands will 
plant the Christmas tree, and give the new 
year’s congratulation. As a proclamation of 
joy to some, and asa matter of. warning to 
others, f leave in your ears those five words 
of one syllable each, ‘‘This year thou shalt 
die!’’
